1. Instruction 

The nominee should demonstrate evidence of outstanding achievement in several 
but not necessarily all of the following areas: 

• engaging student interest within the day-to-day workings of the large or small 
group undergraduate or graduate classroom 

It seems hard to demonstrate this, except through CTECs--l’ll try to cull some 
stuff from them 

Besides seminar formats, the Integrated Media Arts course (computers) and 
Media Literacy (intro for non majors) did this pretty well 

• designing imaginative and/or innovative assignments, lessons, lectures
